Public hearing on the proposed adoption of K.A.R. 66-7-1 at 10:30 a.m. during the

December 17th Board meeting

66-7-1. Applications. (a) In addition to the appropriate, completed application form and fee, each applicant shall also

have the following submitted to the board office:

(1) An official transcript to verify any educational credit; and

(2) verification of any practical experience for which credit is claimed on reference forms approved by the

board, which shall be submitted directly to the board office by the individual providing the reference.

(b) Each applicant for a license by reciprocity shall also submit the following:

(1) Verification of any exams previously taken; and

(2) verification of a current active license.

(c) Each applicant for occupational licensing by reciprocity under K.S.A. 2020 Supp. 48-

3406, as amended by L. 2021, ch. 70, sec. 1, and amendments thereto, shall also submit one of

the following, in addition to meeting the requirements in subsections (a) and (b):

(1) If applying as a military servicemember, form DD214 or other proof of present or past

military service;

(2) if applying as a military spouse, verification of the applicant's status as a military spouse;

(3) if applying as an individual who resides in Kansas, proof of current Kansas residency:

(4) if applying as an individual intending to reside in Kansas, proof of the individual's

intent to reside in Kansas.

Disciplinary Action Taken by the Board

KANSAS STATE BOARD OF TECHNICAL PROFESSIONS DISCIPLINARY REPORT NOVEMBER 2021

IN THE MATTER OF JAMES CLANCY, PE20007 CASE NO. 21-31

Summary: In April of 2021 the Board office received a self-report from James Clancy. Mr. Clancy submitted a Settlement Agree-
ment from the State of Ohio. The State of Ohio notified the Mr. Clancy that action would be taken against his license for failing to
report disciplinary action in the State of Kentucky. Mr. Clancy surrendered his license in Kentucky for allegedly engaging in plan
stamping, failing to maintain records failing to obtain a business entity prior to offering services. In order to avoid further adminis-
trative proceedings Mr. Clancy surrendered his license in Ohio.

Board Action: The board found Mr. Clancy in violation of K.S.A 74-7026(a)(4).

Specifically, Mr. Clancy voluntarily surrendered his professional engineer registration in Ohio, which was treated as a revocation
based upon the licensing action taken by the Kentucky Board of Registration for the Professional Engineers and Surveyors.

The conduct of Mr. Clancy, as outlined above, constitutes violation of the laws of the State of Kansas.
Board Action: The Board suspended Mr. Clancy’s license for 60 days.

Status: The case was closed September 9, 2021.

IN THE MATTER OF JOEL WEGELE, PS1333 CASE NO. 22-05

Summary: In July of 2021, the Board office received an alleged violation form on Mr. Wegele. In the complaint it is stated that Mr.
Wegele prepared and stamped a survey while his licensed was cancelled.

Board Action: The board found Mr. Wegele in violation of K.S.A 74-7025(a).

Specifically, Mr. Wegele practiced as a professional surveyor in the State of Kansas after his license was expired.
The conduct of Mr. Wegele, as outlined above, constitutes violation of the laws of the State of Kansas.

Board Action: The Board fined Mr. Wegele $150 plus costs.

Status: The case was closed September 9, 2021.
